The  incomes  of  the  Superiors  and  Professors  have  in  some  cases 
teen  doubled,  and  in  some  trebled,  by  the  endowment  of  1845.  Thus  the

^'112  to  ^326  12s.  8d. ;  the  Dunboyne  Professor  from  ^112  to  ^308  12s.  8d.; 
be  Senior  Dean  from  ^112  to  ^264  12s.  8d. ;  and  all  the  others  have 
experienced  a  similar  happy  effect  from  the  Act  of  1 845. 

A  high  premium  is  paid  to  the  students.      Twenty   students  on  the
